Professor Edward E, Prince, F.R.8.C. 
Dominion Commissioner of Fish 
eries, Adds Interesting Contribu 
fen to the Tercentenary Litera. 
ure, 


“We had full leisure to  contem- 
plate a scene of human industry and 
natural grandeur, which surpasses 
any that I ever remember to have 
beheld,” wrote Sir Henry Bonnycastle

Wolfe, crept along the »@ocky shor 
and sealed the gloomy steep. Th: 
met in dread conflict on the plai: 
above. The result all the wor! 
knews. To Wolfe came glorious vic 
tory, to Montealm came glory too, th 
glory of duty bravely done, of ga’ 
lantry aumquenched even in deat! 


and thus the soldiers, who had marci 
ed under the lily-decked banner « 
France, slept side by side with ti 
heroes who fell under the Royal Star 
dard of England, and death with equ: 
touch claimed their gallant leaders « 
that. immortal field 
Sanctity of Duty Done. 

“What hallows ground where hero« 
sleep?” asks Thomas Campbell, in hi 
famous stanza, and the field Plains © 
Abraham give the incomparable re 
ply. <A British subject instinetivel 
bares his head when he stands o: 
Bunker's Hill; an Englishman, o1 
Flodden Felds, sighs today for thy 
flowers of Scotish chivalry “a wed 
awa’”’ in 1613; and who could pac 
the sward of Waterloo, or the rive 


bank at Paardeburg, or tramp ove 
the wild waste of Marston Moor © 
Bannockburn, and be unmindful o 


the decrees fate grimly pronounesd 
there? I have stood on Towton Field 
where Yorkists and Lancastrians, Eng 
lishmen and Englishmen, met in th 
* bloody conflict of civil war five hun 
dred years ago, and touching it was t 
see how jealously nature herself seem 


ed to keep alive the memory of | thi 
heroie combatants, for everywher 
oyer this Yorkshire waste red rose: 
(the rose of Lancaster) intertwint 
with white roses (the rose of York) 
and symbolize the common fami 
whieh history aceords to the dead, 


It is because the battleficlds of Que 
hee tell us of duty gloriously done, o! 
valor unflinchingly . displayed, — oi! 
blood willingly given, that, whatever 
be our sympathies retrospectively, o1 
our feelings racially, all as Canadians, 
nay, as. British subjects, desire to 
have set apart for ever this memor- 
able field of former conflict as a na 
tional park. 

Liberty Won by Vanquished and 

Victors. 

The fleur-de-lys gave place to the 
Royal Standard of England, but it 
may well be asked, “Did Montcalm 
and his brave troops really suffer de- 
feat?” They did, if the freedom 
vouchsafed under Britain's flag is o! 
no worth; if the toleration, the enter- 
prise, the enlightenment, which have 
followed, is of no moment in the 
course of Canada’s development, dur- 
ing the last one hundred and fiity 
years. But it was the members of 
the university whieh bears the honor 
ed name of Laval himself who = ad- 
dressed these words, in 1901, to the 
Prince of Wales :“Ils sont fiers de vivre 
a Vombre du drapeau d'une nation 
qui detient un cinquieme de la terre 
habitable, qui compte quatre cent 
millions de sujets, qui fait a elle seule 
un tiera.du commeree du monde, qui 
marche a la tete des peuples comme 
puissance coloniale, industrielle et 
commerciale. Ils apprecient les ad- 
vantages de la liberte dont ils advant. 
ages de la liberte dont ils jouissent,” 


If Méntealm was defeated them was 
Wolfe defeated. But the French- 
Oamadians of 1775 did not think so, 


and the words just quoted prove that 
the French-Canadians today do not 


think so. To Montcalm’s gallantry 
Canada owes much, and the fruits 
of the conflict in which he died 
came to all alike, to English and 
French, to Irish and S¢otch, yéa, even 
to the dusky aboriginies. It is no won- 
der that the appeal of George Wash- 
ington, in September of the same 
vear, met with no response. ‘The 
slavery, corruption and arbitrary rule” 
which he luridly pictured were. a fig- 
ment of the imagination to the men 
who had fought on opposite sides on 
he Plains of Abraham, and when he 
rreeted them as “friends and breth- 
“en” and a8 “free-born sona,”” strug: 
tling for escape from the wretchedness 
of slavery, and straining for the bles- 
‘ings of liberty, they knew that, under 
he Union Jack, ‘reedom and all its 
yvecious blessings were already theirs. 
Che perils of savage onslaughte from 
he Troquois were gone, nay even the 
langer, which they once feared, of 
veing effaced by overpowering hosts of 
neoming settlers and = traders, was 
ound to be baseless, for they found 
themselves free to quietly build up 
heir own life as a people distinet ye 
sart and parcel of the great Canadian 
wition, and partakers with their Eng- 
ish sponking brethren in the tair fame 
ind common destiny of Canada, 
Our Great Destiny Realized. 

The battleficlde witness to this dirth 
# aspirations which all who live in 
‘anada share, and the city of Quebec 
s the historie centre whenee our Do- 
ninion started, as Lord Dufferin clo 
juently declared, to realize that she 
vas “the owner of half a continent,’ 
ind to glory in “the maenitode of he 
vosaession, in the wealth of her re- 
ources, in the ainews of her material 
night, as the peer of any power on 
arth.” Tt is in Quebee that the Can- 
dian, prone to dwell upon the ma 
erial success of the moment, appreei- 
tes the truth that our country has a 
tistory, and the retrospect should 
nake us jealous of its fame in the fut 
re, 

Ecucation and Religion Preserved. 
But Quebee is the histovie centre of 
ll that is sacred in the religious mem- 
ries of our past. The ancient faith 
nd religious practices of the Frene} 
jionecrs have continued irom the sev 
nteenth century till now. The shrine: 
nd seminaries of the early mission 
ries have been maintained, Th 
reat work of «uch men as the mili 
ant Monsignor de Laval received ne 
heck, and the grand seminary whic! 
e founded in 1663, the numerous col 
“ges and schools ,and the widespread 
og educational eystem, with the uni 
versity o: the Ancient city, Laval uni 
ersity, its crown, received coun 
‘nance and encouragement under th: 
tritish regime. The battlefields stan 
or educational growth and religiou 
reedom, and if the illustrious Riche 
jeu, who was so solicitous of Cham 
lain’s great enterprise in North Am 
rica, could have foreseen, with pro- 
shetic vision, the progress and powe 
f the church, of which he was ac 
listinguished a prince, his proclamy 
on of 1628 might never have beer 
aade, for the rule of the church ha 
uffered no decline during the four en 
uing centuries, 

Ideals and Loyalty of’ French 

Canadians, f 

On the Plains of Abraham, Wolk 
nd Montcalm met the same gloriou 
nd and blended their heroie fame 
nd the fight in which they fell wa 
nique in this that thenceforth both 
ides applied themselves to commot 
nds and both shared in loyal allegi 
nee to the same flag, and both rejoice 
din the precious heritage of peace 
nd liberty which the struggle ha 
rouchsafed to them. The French- 
anadians, though no longer subjec ¢ 
f the French king, were ag true as 
ver to their own glorious race tradi 
ions and to their mother tongue. 
‘rench literature has not declined in 
heir keeping, and this two-fold allegi 
nee to the British crown and institu 
ions, and to their own language, liter
